A Lake State Railway train 
engine fell off the tracks around 
1:53 p.m. on Wednesday, Feb. 
13. The derailment was caused 
by ice, freezing rain and snow 
that had built up on the tracks 
near the rail crossing at the I-75 
Business Loop. This was due to 
changing weather conditions, 
said Nathaniel Gamble, the 
superintendent of transportation 
for the Lake State Railway, 
which is based in Saginaw. 

The front wheels of the train 
engine went off the tracks, due 
to the build up of snow and ice. 

Russ Strohpaul, a heavy 
equipment operator for the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission, and who is also 
the Grayling City/Township fire 
chief, was dispatched to the 
scene with a payloader. 

Strohpaul first pushed the

Board considers options for constable position

Grayling Charter Township 
officials are studying the future 
of the township's constable post- 
tion. 

The township board, at its reg- 
ularly monthly meeting, talked 
about doing away with the con- 
stable position. 

The issue has been raised 
because Randy Sedgwick, the 
township's zoning enforcement 
officer and current constable, had 
expressed interest in resigning 
from the position. Sedgwick was 
appointed to the position after 
Jack Best, who served as the 
Grayling Township constable for 
years, passed away in December. 

The main duties of the consta- 
ble is to inspect bars to ensure 


that their liquor licenses are valid, 
and they are meeting acceptable 
standards to serve the public, said 
Grayling Charter Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright, 

Wright said that Sedgwick 
does not care for the bar environ- 
ment, and does not wish to hold 
an elected position for the town- 
ship. 

Bill Bonkowski, a retired 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
deputy, has applied to fill the 
position. 

The township board, however, 
have asked Sedgwick to hold the 
position until a constable can be 
elected in the August primary 
election. 

“He will continue doing the job 
until we find somebody else,” 
Wright said. 


Board members also planned 
to contact state officials to deter- 
mine if they have to maintain the 
constable's position. They also 
discussed having the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office handle 
the liquor inspections for the 
township. . 

“That's just one more headache 
that we wouldn't have to deal 
with,” said Dennis Long, a 
Grayling Charter Township 
Board trustee. . 

Sgt, Randy Baerlocher, from 
the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office, handles the liquor licensé 
inspections for townships that do 
not have constables. 

In January, the South Branch. 
Township board voted to elimi- 
nate the elected constable posi- 
tion for the township.

. The Grayling Charter 
Township Board is considering 
implementing a special tax 
assessment to help fund its trash 
compactor and recycling center. 
’ The board, at its regular 
monthly meeting last week, 
voted to proceed with plans to 
educate the public on the trash 
compactor and recycling center 
operations. 

The recycling center has been 
operating since 1997, and town- 
ship officials are seeking to find 
a way for the center to become 
more financially feasible. 

, ‘We've been subsidizing it for 
‘10 years, and we would like it to 
come closer to paying for 
itself,” said Grayling Charter 
Township Supervisor Terry 
Wright. 

- Currently, township residents 
pay $60 for a sticker to use the 
trash compactor. The fee was 
raised by $10 for the current 
year, The stickers generate 
$77,000 a year. 

Recycling is free for anybody 
in Crawford County. 

The township _ receives 
$108,000 through the sale of 
recycled materials per year. 

_ Under the special assessment, 
a $50 fee would be placed on 
the tax bills for the owners of all 
improved property, properties 
which have buildings on them in 
the township, 

‘ Combined with the sale of 
recycled materials, the special 
assessment would generate 
$216,000 per year. 

_ The township would expand 
the hours for the trash com- 
pactor and recycling center 
from 21 hours a week to 32 
hours week, opening from 9

Township officials also stud- 
ied the option of a pay-as-you- 
throw system, where township 
residents would have to buy 
prelabeled trash bags to use the 
trash compactor. Officials 
believe that the option would 
decrease the amount of trash 
people generate and encourage 
more recycling. 

Trash bags, which would be 
sold for 95 cents, would gener- 
ate about $217,732 per year, 
combined with the sale of recy- 
cled materials. 

Township Trustee Dennis 
Long said a majority of town- 
ship residents he has polled on 
trash compactor and recycling 
center options prefer the special 
tax levy. 

“The special assessment is 
hard cold numbers and hard 
cold facts,’ Long said. “The

cost per bag is a shot in the 
dark.” 

Long said the special assess- 
ment is the fairest way to fund 
the center, would be easiest to 
administrate and would offer 
township residents and the own- 
ers of second homes and cabins 
the most cost effective way to 
dispose of their trash. 

“What else are they going to 
do with it,” Long said. “You 
can’t bury it in your backyard.” 

Township officials plan to 
educate residents about the trash 
disposal and recycling center 
program in March and April. A 
survey is also being considered. 

The township board plans to 
hold public hearings in June and 
July, in order to present the final 
results of their study and take 
public input on the potential 
trash compactor and recycling 
center proposals.

to contact the credit union 
through an 800 number on the 
cashier’s check, but all he got 
was an electronic answering 
system and never reached a cus- 
tomer service representative. 

He also called the customer 
service evaluator coordinator 
listed on the bottom of the letter 
from Master Research Inc. The 
letter has the logos for Pizza 
Hut, The Gap, McDonald’s, 
Sears, Budget Rent A Car and 
Bell Canada, the largest tele- 
phone and telecommunications 
company serving Canada, mak- 
ing it appear that customer serv- 
ice evaluators also do research 
on those businesses. 

After identifying himself as a 
law enforcement officer, the 
coordinator who answered the 
phone said she was going to 
transfer Wakefield to the 
accounting department to 
answer his questions. 

“It’s definitely a scam,” 
Wakefield said. “If the person 
sending you the information 


can’t tell you all about it, that’s 
a bad signal right there.” 

Wakefield said he was placed 
on hold for 10 minutes, and then 
the line went dead. He said he 
received a busy signal when he 
tried to make follow up phone 
calls. 

Wakefield maintains a stack 
of scam letters and propositions 
people receive through the 


Internet, which he uses to edu-’ 


cate seniors and the general 
public. 

“When you get stuff like this, 
throw it away,” Wakefield urged 
county residents. “If it sounds 
too good to be true — it is.” 

Wakefield said the lack of 
resources and manpower law 
enforcement agencies face 
makes it difficult for him to ask 
out-of-state police or the FBI to 
look into all the scam letters and 
Propositions people are receiv- 


ing,

inal March 17. Explained Mark 
Dempsey, president of the 
Shamrock Club in Columbus, 
“It’s not a sin to celebrate your 
Irish culture.

MYTH -— The Stimulus 
Payment will reduce a taxpayer’s 
2008 refund. 

FACT - The payment will 
NOT reduce refunds or increase 
the amount owed when a 2008 
return is filed. 

MYTH — The 
Payment is taxable. 

FACT - It is NOT taxable, but 
taxpayers are encouraged to keep 
a copy of the IRS notice they will 
receive later this year listing the 
amount of payment. In the event 
a taxpayer does not qualify to 
receive the full amount this year 
but does next year, the notice will

be a record of the previous 


amount received. 

MYTH - Taxpayers needn’t do 
anything in order to receive a 
Stimulus Payment. 

FACT — Taxpayers must file a 
2007 tax return in order to be eli- 
gible for a payment. After filing a 
2007 return, however, the tax- 
payer is set and the IRS will do 
the rest. 

MYTH - Everybody is eligible

for a check, 
FACT — At the minimum, a 
taxpayer must have at least 
$3,000 of “qualifying income” to 
receive either $300. (single) or

tain veterans’ benefits and earned 
income, such as income from 
wages, salaries, tips and self- 
employment. For taxpayers filing 
joint tax returns, only a total of

be eligible. Also, for those who 
don’t normaily file, a tax return 


. (form 1040A) will be needed this 


year to get a check. 

MYTH — Only paper checks 
will be issued. 

FACT —- Direct deposit is the 
best way to receive the payment. 
Eligible taxpayers who choose 
direct deposit for their 2007 tax 
year refund will receive their 
Stimulus Payment the same way. 

MYTH - The IRS will contact 
taxpayers either by phone or e- 
mail about their payments. 

FACT — Watch for scams! IRS 
will not contact taxpayers by 
phone or e-mail about Stimulus 
Payments or refunds. 

The IRS reminds those who 
don’t have any other requirement 
to file a tax return that submitting 
a tax return to qualify for the eco- 
nomic stimulus payments does 
not create any additional tax or 
trigger a tax bill. In addition, the 
stimulus payments will not have 
any effect on eligibility for feder- 
al benefits.

Open house to be held for 
non-motorized transportation 
plan and investment strategy 


As part of the ongoing 
Northeast Michigan Regional 
Non-Motorized Transportation 
Plan and Investment Strategy 
planning process that covers 11 
counties in the northeastern 
Lower Peninsula, an open house 
will be held on March 18, from 3 
p.m.

The RPP is a three-year ini- 
tiative, funded by the Michigan 
Forest Finance Authority, to 
treat additional red pine stands, 
promote long-term sustainable 
forest management and increase 


‘economic benefits from forest 


land. 

Much of Michigan’s existing 
red pine resource was planted 
during the 1930s and 1950s by 
the Civilian Conservation 
Corps (CCC). This has resulted 
in an unbalanced red pine age- 
class structure. A more bal- 
anced age-class structure on 
ecologically suitable sites will 
promote better forest health, 
regeneration and wood prod- 
ucts. The RPP supplements the 
annual inventory and review of 
State Forest land and complies 
with forest certification princi- 
ples. 

The open house is an oppor- 
tunity for the public to review 
proposed red pine treatments 
and to provide input on those 
treatments. It also provides the 
public an opportunity to talk 
with foresters and biologists 


about issues of interest. 
Proposed treatments under 
review this year are in the fol- 
lowing FMUs: Sault Ste.

Criteria for senior center set to be finalized

we will begin to gather data for 
all of the different options,” said 
Alice Snyder, the COA director. 

- The COA board meeting 
comes after a group of seniors, 
led by Vivian Powers, asked the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissions, last week, to pur- 
chase the Eagles Club to use as a 
senior center. 

- “That is the only choice for the 
senior center that would suit our 
needs,” Powers said. “We have to 
get it rolling, because we don’t 
want to lose it.” 

Powers said she has a petition, 
with over 200 signatures, oppos- 
ing moving the senior center to 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
building, Powers, also has a peti- 
tion calling for the recall of the 
COA board. . 

Crawford County 
Clerk/Register of Deeds Sandra 
Moore said that COA board 
members could only be recalled 
for “malfeasance or misfea- 
sance” of their positions. She 
also told seniors that the board 
could only be removed by coun- 
ty commissioners, since they are 
appointed to the COA board. 

Built in the 1960s, the current 
senior center has 5,000 square 
feet of space. Ideally, the senior 
center needs about 7,000 square 
feet of space to provide its pro- 
grams and services, 

Officials have explored 
expanding the senior center's 
dining room and relocating the 
Grayling Housing Commission 
offices to a new location. The 
Grayling Housing Commission

owns the senior center property 
and building, and also oversees 
the rental of federally subsidized 
apartments located next to the 
senior center. 

Due to the space and land 
restrictions, expanding the senior 
center has been ruled out as an 
option. The U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development also said that the 
senior center could not take over 
the entire building. 

Powers claimed that the 
Grayling Eagles Club has pur- 
chased property for a new hail. 

Jerry Gosnell, a trustee on the 
Grayling Eagles Club board, said 
the club is considering a new 
location, but has not completed a 
deal to purchase Jand. 


“We are considering purchas- 


ing a piece of property as an 
investment for the club, but that 
has nothing to do with whether 
the senior center purchases our 
current property,’ Gosnell said. 

Powers further noted that the 
lease with the Graying Housing 
Commission for the current sen- 
ior center will expire soon. 

County Commissioner Mike 
Lange, 
between the COA and the county 
board, said the housing commis- 
sion would extend the lease. 
Lange added that he felt the COA 
board should go through the 
process to consider it’s building 
and relocation options. 

“At the end of day, all we end 
up paying is utilities, electric and 
gas - our fair share,” Lange said 
of the lease for the current senior 
center. “To circumvent the
